Mrs. Howard presented the Vision 2020’s-2010 Preliminary Census Results from the mailing sent to all households. A 
total of 4657 Arlington households or 24% responded to the survey. The Board thanked Mrs. Howard and her 
committee for all their time and effort in doing the survey.

13. Traffic Supervisors 
Roseann Casazza 

Mrs. Casazza, President, Arlington Traffic Supervisors Union, appeared before the Board of Selectmen asking the Board to 
help them after the School Committee eliminated their jobs to help balance the district’s budget. Mrs. Casazza stated they 
are putting the kids’ lives in danger by doing this. She stated that she is here tonight on behalf of these women and men, 
but more importantly, she is also here on behalf of Arlington’s school children. She asked for the Board’s support of 
Article 68 which transfers the traffic supervisors from the school budget to the town budget and appropriate the $250,000 
needed to keep this vital public safety service intact. 

Martha Scott a Traffic Supervisor at Park Avenue Extension and Summer Street stated many of the crossing guards develop 
close relationships with the children. She stated they get to know the children by their first names, their parents and 
grandparents. She stated she works 180 days aiding and protecting the school children. 

Elizabeth Carr-Jones, member of the Transportation Advisory Committee stated they were working with the Traffic 
Supervisors/Principals re^rding Safe Routes to Schools. They will be discussing this issue at their meeting on Wednesday, 
April 14*. 

Mark Bernard, Staff Representative for AFSCME Council 93, stated that he feels that liability could pose a problem for 
the Town, but would present to Mr. Sullivan a contract language the group would be willing to accept if they were to be 
transferred from the school budget to the town’s budget. Mr. Bernard asked the Selectmen to support Article 68. 

Town Manager Brian Sullivan stated he feels the School Committee should rethink cutting the Traffic Supervisors. He 
believes they play a very important role. Mr. Sullivan stated that cuts are already being made in the Police Department’s 
budget, and the town has transferred $450,000 to the school department to help offset its multi-million budget deficit. Mr. 
Sullivan stated that he doesn’t think it is far to ask the Town to give up more funds to address this issue. 

Mr. Hurd stated that it is unfortunate that a safety issue is cau^t in the school budget woes and feels the safety of kids 
crossing is paramount. 

Ms. LaCourt, Ms. Rowe and Mr. Greeley all stated they feel what the Traffic Supervisors do is invaluable to the Town 
and will try to work out a compromise with the School Committee. 
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Mrs. Mahon stated that she will urge the School Committee to reconsider the layoffs and will request that the School 
Committee look into using some of the money transferred from the Town to pay for the traffic supervisors. Mrs. Mahon 
stated the Board would communicate with the School Committee to have them restore the Traffic Supervisors to the School 
Budget. 

Mr. Sullivan stated he also plans to send a request that some, if not all, of the traffic supervisors be retained. 

Mr. Hurd moved to table. SO VOTED (5-0) 


Discussion: MBTA Bus Shelters 
Laura Wiener, Transportation Advisory Committee 

The TAC, Planning Department and Sustainable Arlington have all expressed interest in bringing bus shelters to Arlington. 
Bus shelters provide a comfortable place to wait with seating coverage from the elements and useful route information and 
maps. The rationale is that by improving the overall transit experience bus shelters could encourage greater transit use and 
thereby reduce vehicle traffic and pollution. 

Douglas T. Davidoff appeared before the Board and spoke in favor of the bus shelter programs. 

Mr. Davidoff stated that he moved here from the Chicago area where bus shelters have become a frequent and rather 
handsome addition to the streetscape in all kinds of settings. He stated that they were especially welcomed by bus 
passengers and their advertiser support keeps them well-maintained. 

The MBTA has guidelines regulating their ads that prohibit the following: ads for tobacco, ads that are demeaning or 
disparaging contain profanity, depict firearms or violence, depict obscenity or nudity, ads for unlawful goods, services or 
conduct, contact political campaign speech, or false, misleading or deceptive commercial speech. 

Phil Goff, a member of East Arlington Livable Streets Coalition, stated that he is supportive of bus shelters on Mass. 
Avenue. 

The Board requested that Mrs. Mahon, Ms. Rowe, Laura Weiner and Brian Sullivan be on the committee to choose the 
location for bus shelters throughout the town. After the locations are picked Mr. Greeley asked Ms. Weiner to have the 
MBTA to come in for a Public Hearing to discuss the merits of bus shelters. 

Mr. Greeley moved approval. SO VOTED (5-0) 

15. Vote: Transportation Advisory Committee 
Stop Sign on High Haith Road at Highland Avenue 
Howard Muise 

The following recommendation was unanimously voted by the Board: 

1. Install a STOP sign on Hi^ Haith Road at Highland Avenue and on Spring Avenue (opposite Hi^ Haith Road) to 
provide the same traffic control on both minor streets. 

Mr. Greeley moved approval. SO VOTED (5-0) 

16. Presentation: Arlington Center-Alternatives to Sidewalk Riding 
Scott Smith, Arlington Bicycle Advisory Committee (ABAC) 

Jeff Roth presented the ABAC report to the Board of Selectmen with several recommendations to make biking safe for 
motorists, pedestrians and cyclists in Arlington Center. One of several recommendations is to educate motorists on sharing 
the road and cyclists on safe riding practices. They feel this can be done via outreach in the schools, (starting in 4*^'^ grade) 
adult classes, education brochures and enforcement efforts that initially focus on education. In Arlington Center, once the 
shared lane arrows are in place on the road, ensure the prohibition on sidewalk riding is clearly posted. Also explore 
opportunities to integrate enforcement with community policing and traffic enforcement efforts. 

Mr. Hurd feels the retiming of lights and the recommendations for signage could be implemented now. 

The Board thanked Jeff and the ABAC for their excellent report/data and said they would support them in all their efforts. 
Mr. Hurd moved receipt of report. SO VOTED (5-0) 

17. Mill Brook Linear Park Study 

Ann LeRoyer, Open Space Committee 

Brian Barber, member of the Open Space Committee and Mill Brook Linear Park Study, presented a report on their work over the 
past year to begin to document the current conditions, challenges and opportunities presented by Mill Brook. Mr. Barber stated 
that the recent storms and severe flooding draw additional attention to the need to incorporate careful planning for the brook into 
all future development in the area. The Committee is hoping that this report will be helpful in focusing awareness and concern on 
the ecological, historical, and cultural values of the brook, and its potential to become a catalyst for future enhancements as a linear 
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park, as well as an amenity for surrounding commercial, residential and transportation uses 

Members of the Open Space Committee and the Mill Brook Linear Park Study Group will ^ther to walk the length of the Mill 
Brook corridor on April 24th and on May 1®^ from 2 - 4 p.m. on each day. On April 24**^ the group will ^ther at 2:00 p.m. at the 
Hurd Field parking area and on May 1®* the walk will cover the area from Brattle St. to Meadowbrook Park located in the Mt. 
Pleasant Cemetery. The group will ^ther at 2:00 p.m. at the comer of Brattle Street and Dudley Street. 

The Board thanked Mr. Barber and his committee for an excellent report.
